Making Freight Cars Work 


'TVHE bureau of railway economics finds that the aver- 
. Jl age daily movement of freight cars on American 
railroads during October was 30 miles, which is said to 
beat all previous records. But this record doesn't stand 
strikingly alone as for perhaps the^busiest month of the 
railroad year in long haul traffic. *" It is also found for 
the ten months of 1923. including October, that the aver- 
age movement per freight car was 27.9 miles. 


Considered by themselves and remembering that 


they include freight cars under repair, cars on sidings, 
cars in process of being loaded and unloaded, these fig- 
ures must appear, even to the unfamiliar observer, very 
high. But they become no 3e?? than extraordinary when 
it is stated that they represent a gain over only a year 
back of 4.1 miles a day for October and 5 miles for the 
ten months. This is an increase of over 20 percent and 
all within a year. 
That not only spells progress in the 


efficiency of railroad management, but noteworthy pro- 
gress, if is the substantial result of a long and persistent 
campaign on the part of the roads-thru increased demur- 
rage charges and otherwise to end the old dilatory prac- 
tices in loading and unloading and to quicken the move- 
ment of cars back to the owning railroads.
